Camp David questions will now begin 


That was a summit that wasn’t a summit 


By DAVID LANDAU 
derusaiom Post Correspoudent 
THURMONT, Maryland, --- Seon all 
analysts will be writing their post 
mortems on the Camp David sum- 
mit. But certain questions have 
already pressed themselves zc in- 
sistently that they cannot be ipnarcd. 
What did Prime Minister Begin do 
while the others were taiking? Were 
the relations between him and Presi- 
dent Sadat so poor that trey simply 
could net meet together? Did Presi- 
dent Carter involve himself in the 
minutiae of drafting? Was ke nlay- 
ing ἃ middle-man role? Were these, 
then, proximity talks? If so, was it in 

fact a “‘surnmit’'? 

These are some of the querics that 
have been ἔτεα at White House 
spokesman Jody Powell during the 
Jast two or three days — the 
“erucial," “final,” “Intense and 
specific’ period of the conference. 

- His replies have been instructive 
in their diplomatic elegance. He did 
not make a practice, he said, of 

reporting ing on the three principals’ uc¢- 
tivities when they were not involved 
in formal negotiating sessions. So he 
could not say preciscly how the 
Israel Premier occupied himself 
when his ministers met with Sadat or 
Carter. 

Furthermore, there were several 
meetings over this period between 
Begin and President Carter, and 
Begin also sat in on one ministerial 
session with Secretary of State 
Cyrus Vance. 

He had no way of “temperature- 
taking." Powell noted, on the state of 
Porscoa! relations between the two 


leaders, He was not present at their 
Initial meetings, together with 
Carter 10 days ago. and so ke wouid 
mot eckaracterize the atmesphere 
thot prevailed at them.

But he could not say that the 
Progress would be enough to enable 
negotiations to continue, 

In referring to the possibility of 
™more than one document, the con- 
ference spokesman said he did not 
mean to imply that each of the three 
aides would issue ita own final state- 
ment. 

Israeli sources here expreased the 
opinion that the summit, which open- 
ed on September 6, had achieved 
enough progress in important areas 
sothata complete fallure was unlike- 
dy. 

The minimal objective of Lsrael 
and the U.S. kad been to end this 
summit with an agreement to con- 
tinue the negotiations.

The answer tu this question is Ilke- 
ly to emerge only today after 
Carter's final round of talks with the 
two leaders. Powell did not know 
what time the talks would formally 
end today. noting only that an an- 
nouncement would not be made 
before 1 p.m. (7 p.m. Israel Time). 

The Israeli sources, when pressed 
to speculate whether enough 
progress had been achieved to 
guarantee the continuation of Israeli 
Egyptian negotiations, said: “Yes."" 
But then they added quickly that ‘at 
this stage, nobody real/y knows the 
answer." 

The sources said that ‘it all 
depends’ on what happened during 
the final Carter-Sadat and Carter- 
Begin meetings. 

According to reliable sources, the 
major stumbling block dividing 
Egypt and Israe! at this late stage in 
the talks remains the same as it was 
at the outset: The future of the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip.

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Martial law ‘foiled’ 


communist 


TEHERAN. — The Shah's prime 
minister said yesterday that the 
martial law he imposed 10 days ago 
folled a major Communist plot to fo- 
ment an uprising in Iran. 

Ja‘afar Sharif-Emami took office 
three weeks ago to cope with 
simmering unrest, and on 
September 7 imposed martial law on 
11 cities and towns, including 
Teheran. 

In the Majlis — parliament's lower 
house — he won a vote of confidence 
yesterday by 176 votes to 16 with two 
abstentions. 

But during” the debate opposition 
deputies criticized the martial law 
decision. The premier then tabled a 
written report by the security ser- 
vices which alleged a 19-point Com- 
munist plan for violent unrest. 

tt referred to the street violence 
which occurred the day after martial 
law was declared, when the govern- 
ment says 97 people died. 

Meanwhile, nine people were ‘kill- 
ed Friday night as three anti- 
government rebels disguised as 
soldiers ambushed a military patrol 
enforcing martial law in the 
northwestern city of Tabriz. 

Six security officers and one 
civilian died in the attack, officials 
reported, They said two of the at- 
tackers were Killed and the other 
was captured. 

The rebels, armed with sub- 
machineguns and wearing full 
military gear, approached the patrol 


plot in Iran 


on Friday night after curtew, the 
report said. When they got within a 
few metres of the patrol, the rebels 
opened fire, killing several security 
men, The patrol] returned fire and 
killed one of the rebels. 

The attackers then took up 
positions on a street corner and con- 
tinued to shower the patrol with 
bullets for about an hour before the 
second rebel was killed and the third 
captured, the report said.

First Vietnamese visit to Manila 


MANILA, — Vietnamese Prime 
Minister Pham Van Dong arrived 
yesterday on the Philippines portion 
of a Southeast Asian tour designed to 
undercut Chinese influence.In the 
region. 

The 70-year-old Vietnamese leader 
was greeted by Philippines Presi- 
dent Ferdinand Marcos, who is also 
this country’s prime minister. 

Dong, who flew here from Hanoi 
on hig personal Tupeloy 184 jet, was

It is the first visit ever by a Viet- 
namese Communist leader to the 
Philippines. The two nations es- 
tablished diplomatic ties in 1976. 

The Philippines visit is Dong's se- 
cond to anti-communist Southeast 
Asia. He visited Thailand the week 
before last.

Aircraft pioneer Messerschmitt dies 


MUNICH (Reuter). — Aircraft 
pioneer Willy Messerschmitt, 
designer of some of West Germany's 
most successful planes, died here on 


. Friday at age 80, his family said. 


‘The company he founded in 1923 
merged with two other firms in the 
late 19603 to bécome this, country's 
biggest single aircraft manufac- 
turing concern — Messerschmitt- 
Boelkow-Blohm. He was honorary 
chairman of this concern until his 
death in a hospital following an 
operation. 

At the end of World War II, 
Messerschmitt was detained by U.S. 
occupying authorities and held in 
custody for two years. An Algsburg 


court eventually ruled he had been 
forced to build aircraft for the Ger- 
man ‘air force against his will. 

His firm, its premises largely 
devastated in the war, was banned 
by the Western allies from manufac- 
turing aircraft for several years. Till 
the ban was lifted, Messerachmitt 
and his colleagues built 
prefabricated houses and sewing 
machines. 

The manufacturing concern, 
which hag its headquarters at Ot- 
tobrunn near Munich, employs more 
than 20,000 people in West Germany. 
It has broadened its operations and 
now makes satellites, helicopters, 
missiles and transport systems as 
well as aircraft.

MOSCOW (Reuter). — The Soviet 
Union on Friday rebuked U.S. Sen. 
Edward Kennedy for publicizing 
what he said were assurances that 
Soviet authorities would review the 
cases of 18 families barred from 
emigrating to the West. 

But a spokesman for Kennedy said 
in Washington that the senator is 
confident that the Soviet assurances 
given to him about the families will 
‘be carried out.

He quoted from the Mosiem holy 
book: “In the month of Ramadan the 
Koran was revealed. a book of 
guidance and proof of guidance dis- 
tinguishing right from wrong. 

, whoever of you ia present 
ta that month let him fast." 

Moslems are held, during the 
month of Ramadan, to abstain from 
food, drink and sexual intercourse, 
from dawn to dusk, he explained. 
And the Koran states that “these are 
the bounds set by Allah...” 


NO INJUNCTION 


‘There was no mention of abatain- 
dng from strong drink after breaking 
the fast at sunset. Concerning 
alcoholic drinks in general, he went 
on, there was no hard and fast in- 
function {n the Koran to abstain. 
“Draw not near unto prayer when ye 
are @runken, till ye know that which 
ye utter...” proseribes drunkenness, 
not drink, he said. 

‘The Koran did warn that “strong 
@rink and games of chance and idols 
and divining arrow are only an in- 
tamy of Satan's handiwork” and ad- 
vised believers to ‘‘leave It aside, 
that ye may succeed.” Not an order 
or injunction. 

Out of various interpretations by 
legislators and temporal rulers 
through the centuries have emerged 
various laws, rulea and regulations 
and dry, semi-dry and ‘‘wet'’ 
Islamic countries. 

If the Koran or Islam did, In tact, 
prohibit alcohol as the authorities 
claimed, then why, our. friend 
wanted to know, were Egyptian

Ina ᾿πελοοα like Saudi Aredia, 
where the ition is 100 per cent 
Moslem and the rulers omnipotent 
Moslem fundamentalists, the ques- 
tion of strong drink presents no 
problem. Drinkers imbibe secretly 
and in fear of the whip and travel to 
the West or to Egypt as often as 
possible. 


THE LAW SHELVED 


In there is a dilemma about 
which the authorities cannot make 
up their minds. For reasons of policy 
and prestige they want Egypt to- 
appear as a shining example of 
Islamic observance. At the same 
time, they take pride in Egypt's 
cosmopolitanism and the country's 
5.000-year-old tradition of wine- 

— so helpful when the ex- 
chequer relies heavily on tourism. 

It a no easy matter, at one and the 
same time, to impress and placate 


- wealthy Saudi Arabia and to keep on

From the bookshelves 
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Fostering Islam for political ends

NO ONE CAN easert any more tha! 


Islam does not count much in inter- . 


national affairs, seys Martin 
Kramer, & Princeton University un- 
dergraduate who just published δ΄ 
study on Islamic conferences in the 
"Occasional Papers’ series spon- 
sored by the Shilozh Institute. True, 
Islamic conferences are an Innova- 
tfon of our century, fostered by 
political leaders far concrete 
political ends. In religions mattera, 
Islam haz nothing comparable to the 
Christian synods where dogmas are 
established by a majority vote. 
Unlike most 26th-century inter- 
national organizations. “Islamic - 
conferences...have affirmed the 
primacy of soverelgn rights over 
edilective will.’ 

However, these gatherings do 
have and give the long-repreased ul- 
oma a chance to make their weight 

el. 

The Turks, when they ruted the 
Middle East. were apprehensive 
about allowing these theological 
sages to hold congresses, which they 
saw as a device to undermine the Ot- 
toman Empire. 


THE FIRST Islamic conference ac- 
tually took place in Mecca, In 1924, 
ealied by the Hashemite King of He- 
jaz, Hussein Ibn Ali, who was toying 
with the idea of having himself 
prociaimed Caliph. A few months 
tater, however, the Wahahls install- 
ed themselves in Mecca. In 1928 they 
arranged a gathering of religious 
personalities fram all over the 
Islamic world. Besides providing a 
forum for the discussion of doctrinal 
matters, it had the practical aim of 
regulating pligrimages and the up- 
keep of the holy cities. 

The Saudi bid to unify and lead the 
Moslem world did not go unchalieng- 
ed. In Cairo, a rival Istamie con- 
ference was called, and this time it 
was King Fuad who put out feelers to 
estimate his chances of becoming 
Caliph. The third large Islamic 
gathering to be held before World 
War Τ was cailed by the Mufti of 
Jerusalem — Haj Amin e}-Husseini, 
who was anxious to have his 
teadership established in Isiam's 
ght against Zionism. 

After the war, Pakistan, Saudi 
Arabia, Egypt and Indonesia each 
made a bid to revive the Idea of 
Moslem unity for its own particular 
purposes. Karachi offered itself as 
the venue for a “World Moslem 
Congress in the hope of organizing 
support for Pakistan In ber fight 
against India. The friendship of 
Egyptian President Gamal Abdul- 
Nasser and India’s Jawaharial 
Nebru made that a wasted effort. 

The Congress all but folded up 
between 1952 and 1962, and was 
revived with funds from Iraq's Ab- 
dul Karim Kassem, Amin el- 
Husseini was the Congress‘s titular 
head for many years. 

The “World Moslem League" was 
founded by the Saudis in 1962. The 
same year, Nasser promoted his

the late 19th century."’ Usually. he 
says, “these individuais shared that 
hallmark of the reformist 
temperament: an overwhelming dis- 


taste for variance within the one true 
faith.” 

Under the influence of the rich un- 
ele, Saudi Arabia, and in the wake of 
the Calro-Riyadh rapprochement, 
the prevailing stance in the Islamic 
conferences is a return to tradition. 
The underlying thesis is that 
Moslems have been diverted from 
the “straight path” by the wholesale 


‘importation of foreign thought and 


alicn values, And, 85 the first prac- 
tical measure to stop social and 
moral disintegration, the ulemas in- 
sist on the return to the shari‘’e 
courts. 

“By the end of the 1960s, the 
teadera of 2 sufficient number of 
predominantly Moslem states con- 
curred that the Islamic appeal was 
so persuasive that religion could no 
longer be left ta the men of religion,” 
says Kramer. Habib Bourguiba of 
Tunis declared that “Islam 15 not a 
house of God separated from the 
state.” 

It never was, The Caliph was con- 
stitutionally both the religious and 
the secular head of Islam untll the 
Caliphate was abolished in a Turkish 
parochial revolution. The idea of 
keeping the clergy in hand by 
becoming head of the Church appeal- 
ed to many Christian rulers, too, of 
course. Kramer does not make any 
forecasts, but it Is reasonable to ex- 
pect that, ff the Islamic revival 
spreads, the secular rulers may seek 
some new version of the Caliphates 
before very long.

A575-PAGE VOLUME entitled “The 
Palestinians and the Middle East 
Conflict,”’ a collection of studies by 
Isracii and American scholars of all

In terms of 
political outlook, they cover the 
whole spectrum from right to left.” 
They deal with the Middle Hast con- 
flict up to. 1970 and beyond: the aut-

Lebanon; Soviet ing for the 
Palestinians: the historica! roots of 
the conflict; Zionist attitudes 
towards the Arabs in Palestine; the 
Palestinians and Inter-Arab 
relations; and the American search 
for a policy on the Palestinians. The 
24 essays are followed by a 20-page 
bibliography. 


PUBLISHER Louis Williams of the 
Turtledove Company said that scien- 
tiffe books today range in price from 
$15 to $45 a copy, and that the con- 
tribution of the Gudelsky family of 
Bethesda, Maryland, had made the 
publication of the book possible.

It subsequently fell 
back sharply, but as of the 4 p.m. 
close in New York, it-still stood at 
275, up 124% for the week. = 

Holders of Resorts’ other outstan-

Spinks differently this time, asser- 
ting that he lost in Las Vegas 
because he was not in hia best condi- 
tion and did not throw enough 
punches in the first flve rounds as 
Spinks piled up points. 

The most remarkable thing about 
All's superb performance was that 
he had enough stamina to circle and 
dance away from Spinks for almost 
the entire fight. 


if Ali was tired physically. it did 
not show as he seemed just as strong 
at the end as he was at the start. 

Ali, weighing 100.24 kilo to 91.18 
kilo for Spinks, seemed to be using 
his feft jab as effectively as he did 10 
years ago when at his peak. He fre- 
quently sct up Spinks with the jab for 
follow-up straight and overhand 
rights, 

Spinks, the 1976 Olympic light- 


heavywelght champion, never 
stopped trying to solve Ali's defen- 
sive tactics. But the champion was 
fighting In desperation in the late 
rounds as he realized that Ali had 
bullt up such a big lead that probably 
only a knockout could pull it out for 
him. : ji 

“] know I lost," Spinks said in his 
dreasing room after the fight. "σου 


" saw It. You know 1 lost. He was nc 


tougher. It's just that my mind 
wasn't in it. 

“T was ready for the tight. My lega 
were in it and my body was in it but 
my mind wasn’t. He's still my idol. I 
would have liked to be the first one to 
him to raise his hand.” 

AU declared in his dressing room 
thet “Allah gave me the strength to 
win tonight. 

“Now, all of you know that I am 
the greatest of all time,” the re- 
crowned champion added. 


“Spinks was Jn good shape, but I 
fooled all of you. I was training 
three months before I opened the 
camp in Deer Lake.’’ Ali had 
started training at Deer Lake, Penn- 
sylvania, in late July. 

The win gave All a career record 
of 56 wins and three losses. His only 
conquerors were Joe Frazler, Ken 
Norton and Spinks. 


All first won the heavyweight 
crown when he stopped Sonny Liston 
on February 25, 1864, He won It a se- 
cond time, after a three and one-half 
year exile from the ring for refusing 
to serve In the U.8. Army, by knock~- 
ing out George Foreman in the 
eighth round on October 30. 


The only other heavyweight cham- 
pion to hold the title more than once 
was Floyd Patterson, who lost it to 
Sweden's Ingemar Johansson in 
1959, but regained it from the Swede 
ἃ year later. 

Ali earned $3.25m. for the fight, 
while Spinks received a purse of 
$3.75m. (Reuter, AP) 


Rossman wins light-heavyweight title 


NEW ORLEANS (Reuter). — Mike 
Rossman of the U.8. won the World 
Boxing Association (WBA) light- 
heavyweight championship here on 
Friday by stopping defending cham- 
pion Victor Galinder of Argentina in 
the 13th round. 
American Danny Lopez knocked

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Marathon ends 


THE END of the Camp David summit conference has now been 
announced. From the statement issued by the White House 
spokesman yesterday it was not possible to deduce whether the 
conference would come to be termed a success or a failure. But 
certainly it appears that enough differences remain in the 
positions of Israel and Egypt to have prevented the type of 
breakthrough that President Carter --- and with him the parties 


+ — sought to achieve. 


From the start it was plain that the crux of the matter was the 
West Bank and Gaza. The U.S. hoped that it would be able to 
stretch Mr. Begin's autonomy plan sufficiently to achieve a for- 
mula that would bridge the gap with Sadat. Israel would relin- 
quish elements of control — without an explicit commitment to 
withdrawal — which could in turn be viewed by Sadet as leading 
eventually to Arab gains that would be tantamount to 


withdrawal. ζ 


While reports from the conference have been sketchy at best, 
there have been indications that Mr. Begin sought to accom- 
modate this U.S, desire, but that Sadat did not consider these 
measures of compromise adequate for his purposes. 

Undoubtedly, there has been a narrowing of Sadat's room for 
manoeuvre since that time last November when his plane touch- 
ed down so dramatically in Israel. In negotiating over the future 
of the West Bank and Gaza he js no longer negotiating for Egypt, 
but for others, like Huasein, whose approval he needs. To 
negotiate by proxy for a line-up which leads from Hussein, to 
Saudi Arabia, and eventually to Damascus means exposure to 
demands that go beyond the mutual interests of Egypt and 


Israel. 


‘This linkage to which Sadat appeared subject at Camp David 
has confounded the talks throughout. 

President Carter, in staking his power and prestige in such a 
totally unprecedented and remarkable manner, was apparently 
confident that Hussein could be brought into the ambit of 
whatever agreement could be reached at Camp David. Perhaps 
that confidence was not wholly misplaced. But it would appear 
that if there is to be a breakthrough, Hussein will have to be 
brought more directly and intimately ‘into the negotiating 
process. So far he has been reluctant to commit himself, Unlike 
Sadat, the status quo in the Middle East does not threaten his 


regime or position. 


Therefore after Camp David, whatever the advances made or 
the differences that remain, further peace efforts will require a 
more concerted American attempt to nudge Hussein from his 
present role. So far he has been permitted to keep his powder 


dry. Α 
If there is to be progress that too will have to change. 


POLITICS ASIDE, thera ia one 
group — and not a small one either — 
that surely regrets Meir -Amit's 
resignation from the cabinet, We 
refer, of course, to the bus-riding 
public. 

The Transport Ministry has 
always been a difficult job.to handle, 
and none of Amit's predecessors, 
who include Moshe Carmel, Shimon 
Peres, and Gad Ya'acobi, got very 
far tn their confrontations with ἘΠῚ Al 
crewa, merchant seamen, and Hgg- 
ed drivers.

Another indication of Amit's con- 
cern ia the TV announcements that 
appear periodically urging 
passengers with complaints to get in 
touch with the Ministry’s public 
complaints officer. Who ever heard 
of a ministry asking for trouble? 

And, of course, there ia the more 
recent experiment announced by 
Amit in which 200 Ministry 
employees will leave their desks at 
certain hours and be deployed on 
Jerusalem's streeta and buses to 
check on bus drivers’ compliance 
with the transport regulations, 

Now that Amit has blasted the in- 
ertia that previously characterized 
the ministry's dealings with Egged 
and proved thet something can be 
@one, it is to be hoped that his 
successor will follow hia lead. Let ua 
pray.

ARCHAEOLOGISTS this month 
have begun excavations at the an- 
cient Jewish fortress of Machaerus, 
about 50 km. soutbeast of Amman, 
where Salome danced for King 
Herod. 


Dr. Adnan al-Hadidi, director 


general of Jordan's Department of 
Antiquities, told UPI's Bassam 
Bishuti that the work is belng 
carried out by a team from his 
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department and frem the Fran- 
ciscan Institute for Archaeological 
Studies ἴῃ the Holy Land. 

Originally a Jewish fortress on the 
Nabatean frontier, Machaerus dates 
back to the 1st century BCE. It was 
razed and rebuilt by Herod the 
Great, and is the place where his son 
Herod Antipas beheaded St. John the 
Baptist as a reward for Salome's 
performance. 


THE FIRST international con- 
ference on teaching the Holocaust, 
with participants from the U.S. West 
Germany and Israel, will be held in 
Philadelphia on October 18-20. 

The National Inatitute on the 
Holocaust, a non-profit educational 
and service agency, temporarily 
housed at Temple University, [5 the 
overall] sponsor for the event. Dr. 
Franklin Littell, director of the 
Religion Department at Temple 
University, will serve as chairman 
for the conference. He is considered 
the leading Christian theologian 
secking to convince Christians that 
Christendom bears a major 
responsibility for the Nazi slaughter 
of European Jews, 

Dr. Josephine Knopp, National 
Institute research director, tald the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency recently 
that the principal aim of the con- 
ference is to study in depth right and 
wrong ways to teach about the 
Holocaust at every age level. After 
decadea of silence about the mass 
murders of European Jews, the 
proliferation of courses, in public 
schools and universities and in infor- 
mal adult classes in the U.S. and 
abroad has become so great as to 
make such an evaluation necessary, 
conference sources indicated. 

Speakera for the conference in- 
clude Prof. Yehuda Baver of Hebrew 
Univeraity, Prof. Chaim Schatzker 
of Hebrew University; and Prof. 
Aryeh Karmon of Ben-Gurion 
University. 

The four principal sponsors of the 
event are the National Institute, the 
National Conference of Christians 
and Jews, the U.S. Catholic Bishops 
Conference, and the National 
Conference of Churches. 
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a CLUSTER of young aides, wearing

tion, and Yosef Dor, head of the 
Institutions Division. 


ALL APPOINTMENTS, claims 
Hammer, are on merit. And, he adds 
with heat: ‘Are candidates to be dis- 
qualified on the grounds that they 
are religious?’’ It would be a fine 
state of affairs if people are barred 
from jobs because of their belief in 
God, he said. 

Incidentally, seid Hammer, dur- 
ing the 80 years of Labour Party 
government there were few religious 
appointees to senior poste in the 
ministry, and there were certainly 
fewer than the 30 per cent the 
religious streams represent in the 
country’s education system, ‘“‘It's 
poasible that religious candidates 
now feel freer to put forward their 
names for tenders than they did dur- 
ing the previous regime," he added, 
snilling. 

Hammer also rejects criticiam of 
his appointments on political 
grounds. "My critics brought 
similar charges me before I 
was appointed Education Minister. 

“But I have tried to see and care 
for the whole education syztem and 
not merely for this or that sector.” 
He agreed, however, that the 
demands and needs of office 
sometimes change the incumbent's 
perspectives and postures.

pares the theological. differences 
between Orthodoxy, Conservatism 
and Reform to the talmudic con- 


“troversies between the Schoal of 


Shammai and the School of Hillel. 

Those controversies, however, 
‘were not over theological points but 
over legal ones. The proper analogy 
for Orthodoxy's dispute with Conzer- 
vatism and Reform is the controver- 
sy between the Pharisees and the 
Sadduccees. 

In his review of ‘Conservative 
Judafsam and Jewish Law” (your 
magazine, Sept. 1), Rabbi Friedman 
writes that Conservative Judaism 
rejects “the Orthodox assumption 
that Halacha represents in the literal 
sense of the words the revealed will 
of G-d." Such a position is not that of 
Shammai or Hillel, maybe not even 
of Sadducees whom Talmudic 
Judaism rejected as unauthentic and 
illegitimate. 

That Is the crux of the iasue. Rab- 
bis of such ἃ viewpoint cannot be 
regarded as qualified to teach 
Halacha or render decisions in ac- 
cordance with It, for that would go 
against all they stand for.

Sir, — It ig saddening to see the 
religlous community of Israel, 
America, or anywhere, engaged in a 
basically negative and internal 
debate, which tends to obscure their 
essentially religious, spiritual," and 
‘moral message to the community.

“And even in the sciences, conflict 
between the teacher's premises and 
the pupila’ faith would arise. Say, a 
biology teacher would teach that 


- man descends from the apes and was 


not created directly and recently in 
the image of God. ᾿ 
“Besides,"’ said Hammer, 
“teachers must serve as models for 
their Pupils, no matter what subject 
they teach. Every teacher is also an 
educator (inehonechs) . The continuous 


presence of non-religious teachers in 
classrooms of religious pupils would 
eventually subvert the pupils’ faith."’ 

Presumably a similar argument 
underpinned Hammer's exclusion of 
non-religious inapectors from 
religious schools. In any case, 
Hammer saw nothing wrong with 
religious teachera plying their trade 
in front of unbelieving pupils, 


HAMMER conceded that he would 


like to see more Jewish and Zionist 
history taught in the’ religious 
schools — "and in the secular 
schools, let me add."
